En- 
forcement would certainly have been 
ossible only by adopting an attitude of 
intimidation, and probably by launching 
prosecutions on a wholesale scale. 

The pool will not suffer by this volun- 
tary.suspension of the legal power given 
it by the contracts. On the contrary, the 
consideration shown will retain the mem- 
bership and loyalty of thousands of 
members who would have been driven out, 
or would have got out, if compulsion had 
been attempted. It is probably not too 
much to say that by making pooling 
optional for the present season the direc- 
tors have saved the pool from general 
desertion and collapse.

Its lead- 
ership will spend most of its time ad- 
vancing and explaining definite points 
of view and specific policies it pro- 
poses as necessary for the future,

Giuseppe Garibaldi, born July 22rd, | ing in a futile revolutionary outbreak | 


1807, Garibaldi’s service to his country | 
is so historical that it hardly needs | 
repetition. Italy, once the mistress | 
of the world, has fallen until Span- 
jards, French and Austrians wrangled | 
over its carcase! In the circumstances | 
it would have been surprising had no} 
spirit of nationality inflamed some | 
heroic soul. Mazzini, of course, is one 
great name that outstands among the | 
Italian patriots of this period. But 
Magzzini’s movement would have re- 
sulted in little without the genius of 
the lionhearted Garibaldi to carry it 
to conquest, and once again to mould) 
Italy into a nation, Garibaldi’s story 
is another which might easily be told 
as a first class adventure fiction. Born 
of a sea-faring father Giuseppe took | 
naturally to the sea, and it was on 
the ocean that the fervid patriotism | 
which finally regenerated Italy seems 


to have been engendered. Participat- 


Garibaldi was compelled to fly for his | 


life, eventually reaching South 
America where one of the usual bick- 
erings was in progress. Garibaldi 
joined in the dispute and evidenced 
such a remarkable talent for military 
leadership that he was soon in com- 
mand of both naval and military op- 
erations. In 1848 when war had 
broken out between Austria and the 
Italian liberals Garibaldi returned to 
Europe and entered the struggle. Once 
again Garibaldi had to fly for sanc- 
tuary accompanied by his Brazilian 
wife and a small band of devoted dol- 
lowers. It was a terrible flight. His 
wife, exhausted by the dangers and 


| exposure, succumbed in his arms. But 


Garibaldi came back and won in the 
end, He was a born fighter, joining in 
the Franco-Prussian war at the age 
or sixty-three!

THE CURE OF NEURITIS 

If ofe remembers that the usual 
cause of néuritis is a toxic or poisonous 
substance which has been circulating 
in the blood and becomes accumulated 
around the nerve, irritating it and 
causing it to become inflamed, it is 
easier to discover the cure The 
treatrhent should aim at removing this 
toxie cause and it should be begun as 
early as possible to prevent the nerve 
degeneration which is apt to result 
from a prolonged inflammation, 

The best method of eliminating any 
toxins which may be present is un- 
doubtedly some type of fasting regi- 
men. The fast also assists in the 
¢limination of toxins from pus pockets 
which may exist, Since orange juice, 
grapefruit and tomatoes contain large 
amounts of vitamin B, I would suggest 
that a fast on one of these fruits 
proves the most “satisfactory. They 
not only provide the body with vita- 
mins and mineral elements but have a 
beneficial effect in overcoming the 
acidosis which is found in neuritis 

‘The famous author on food subjects, 
MéCann, has written: “In certain 
forms of neuritis in which the tissues 
are irritated by acid secretions, the 
alkaline mineral elements of fresh 
fruits invariably prove of great 
benefit.” 

Following the fast, one must make it 
a point of including plenty of raw and 
cooked vegetables in the diet, as these 
will assist in overcoming constipation 
and thus lessen the intestinal toxemia 
Also use one or two enemas every day 
for some time in order to reduce th 
amount of self poisoning from the 
colon. 

Sometimes neuritis is due to what 
might be termed mechanical cause 
If a spinal vertebra is slightly out of 
place, or if muscles, ligaments or ad- 
hesions are pressing on the nerve @ 
definite neuritis often results which 
can only be cured by the right kind 
of treatments, such as could be given 
by an osteopath, chiropractor, naturo- 


path, ete. If the neuritis occurs as a 
result of local pus pockets, it is 
usually necessary to have a special 
care. 


A temporary relief from the pain 
may be had by using hof applications 
or electrical treatments The patient 
should rest and keep the part warm 
Sometimes relief may be had by rub- 
bing on capsicum vaseline which 1s 
rubbed into the skin over the in- 
flamed area and then covered with a 
hot water bottle or hot towel, Th
